Herzfelder dates the last tetradrachi issue of Rhegium to the time of Dionysius II's refounda- 
tion of thecity and his residence there, c. 356-351 B.C. The head of Apollo departs from earlier 
versions on the city's coinage, possessing a softness and sensuality characteristic of fourth- 
century art; Herzfelder suggests the influence of Praxiteles. Precisely the same type is found оп 
Syracusan electrum, once also dated to the early or middle fourth century but now believed to 
date from the reign of Agathocles or later.

This beautiful head exemplifies what might be called the “classic moment” of the severe style 
at Catana. It belongs to a group of about seven reverse dies which feature a firm, youthful face 
with small nose, strong chin and wavy hair in krobylos. The facial features are generally 
reminiscent of the Piombino Apollo, an original Greek bronze of West Greek manufacture, 
only the overall impression of the Catanian type is more masculine and more mature. The great 
assurance of this group of heads contrasts markedly with the tentative or exploratory character 
of other transitional Apollo heads at Catana. This die has often been illustrated in surveys of 
Greek art, for example: J. Boardman et al., Die griechische Kunst (Munich, 1976), pl. 181, 10. 
The specimen offered here is superior in condition to the example cited above.

This drachm is a brilliant example of Euainetos’ distinctive early style which features exciting 
but supple quadriga scenes and a fairy-tale delicacy in the portrayal of divinities. This head of 
Amenanosis one of a rash of depictions of local river gods but by far the most imaginative in its 
suggestion of a metamorphosis from bull to youth. The low hairline with the fur sprouting 
from the midline of the forehead and the heavy curls around the diadem which resemble the 
horn tend to blur the distinction between human and taurine natures. The refined sensuality of 
the face is a hallmark of Euainetos' art at this period and represents a most successful fusion of 
erotic themes with numismatic proprieties.

This beautiful head of Apollo illustrates an artificial, highly sophisticated West Greek style 
represented on coinage only at Leontini, though the famous Paestan wall paintings in the Tom- 
ba del Tuffatore offer striking parallels. At Leontini this style seems to develop through exag- 
geration of certain features of the issue imitating the Syracusan Demareteion (c. 470 B.C.) and 
prevailed at the mint for over a decade.

This obverse die is paired with three reverse dies, all with the tripod 
behind the lion's head. This symbol links the issue with other issues bearing symbols (laurel leaf 
and lyre), all of which appear slightly more advanced in style. The die is published as one of two 
numismatic examples of the transitional style in Martin Robertson's A History of Greek Art 
(Cambridge, Eng., 1975), pl. 67f. This specimen is superior to that illustrated by Robertson.

After the murder of Hieronymus the citizens of Syracuse organized a democracy and held up 
under a Roman siege for two years with the aid of defenses constructed by Archimedes. During 
the siege the mint produced a surprisingly varied coinage, in denominations of 16, 12, 10,8, 6, 4 
and 214 litrae, signed by some twelve individuals—probably craftsmen to whom the actual 
striking of coins was contracted out. The largest denomination, 16 litrae, exists in three dif- 
ferent issues, of which that signed ZA would seem to be the rarest, judging from the table on p. 
17 of Burnett's article.

aspired to set himself up as an independent ruler.

This issue is probably to be associated with the foundation of Carthago Nova by Hasdrubal in 
228 B.C. Robinson points out that the new, exceptionally large denomination was introduced 
just as Carthage had finally paid off the war indemnity to Rome resulting from the First Punic 
War, that is, as soon as large quantities of silver bullion were freed up for coining. The obverse 
type is Apolline in character and may represent Eshmun, principal god of Carthago Nova. The 
artistic pretensions of the type are self-evident, and together with the ostentatious denomina- 
tion they would seem to reinforce the notion that the Barcids were engaged in personal empire 
building in Spain. Very similar but less accomplished heads appear on the Macedonian 
tetradrachms of the Roman quaestor Aesillas in the following century, raising the question 
whether both versions may derive from a common prototype in the major arts.

Probably the most compelling of hellenistic coin portraits are those of the royal house of Pon- 
tus. Fourth in this line of hellenized Persians was Pharnaces I, whose aggressive policies soon 
embroiled him with his neighbors. Eumenes II of Pergamum solicited Roman intervention, but 
the wily Pharnaces somehow persuaded the senatorial legates not to support Rome’s allies in 
the quarrel. All commentators have noted the harshness and individualism of Pharnaces’ por- 
trait, It is legitimate to ask whether this is unsparing realism, or a rhetorical exaggeration 
designed to impress the viewer with Pharnaces’ ruthlessness and indomitable will.

Grant (Roman Anniversary Issues, p. 73) identifies the coinage of Nero Drusus as a probable 
anniversary issue, celebrating the half centenary of Drusus’ death in 9 B.C. In support of 
Grant's theory are the facts that this anniversary had been celebrated even before the reign of 
Claudius and that Domitian revived this reverse type to celebrate his own German victories on 
the centenary of Nero Drusus’ death. However, a consideration of the officinae available after 
striking dated issues of Claudius suggests a date of A.D. 43/44 or 44/45 for the coinage of Nero 
Drusus and Antonia, rather than a date close to A.D. 41 (see RIC, p. 116).

Due to the chaotic political situation of the Civil Wars era, the issue of gold coinage was ex- 
tremely limited and may often have been connected with the need to suborn influential officers. 
This extremely rare anonymous aureus is attributed in RIC to the Gallic revolt of Julius Civilis, 
A.D. 69-70. But Martin's detailed study connects it with Galba in the period when he had 
declared himself a legate of the Senate and Roman people and assumed the leadership of 
Vindex’s rebellion against Nero. The types of Salus and Concord are very prominent on the 
coinage issued in Galba's name prior to his recognition by the Senate: on this coinage Salus is 
usually Salus Generis Humani, the welfare of the human race, and Concordia is Concordia 
Provinciarum, the support of the provinces.

This very rare type seems to be unique to the Antioch mint and of course celebrates Vespasian's 
pacification of the East, that is, the quelling of the Jewish revolt. Comparable western types all 
show the emperor togate and allude far more discreetly to his victory in the western civil wars: 
Libertas Restituta, with the emperor raising a kneeling Libertas in the presence of Roma, was 
used for sestertii at Rome and Tarraco in A.D. 71 and perhaps also A.D. 72/73 (see RIC 430, 
BMCRE 768 and Cohen 263). Roma Resurgens, showing a similar scene, was used on gold and 
silver of Illyricum without the third figure in A.D. 69-70 (RIC 310) and on Roman sestertii with 
the additional figure in A.D. 70, 71 and 72/73 (RIC 407, 445, 520).

reverse figure symbolizes the chariot races held on the Parilia, henceforth to be celebrated in 
honor of Rome's foundation.

The Senate at first refused to authorize the consecration of Hadrian or to ratify his acts as 
emperor. As these acts included the adoption of his heir, his successor Antoninus had to insist 
upon senatorial capitulation in order to legitimize his own position. He threatened abdication 
to force the issue, earning himself the epithet Pius for the seeming act of piety toward his adop- 
tive parent. The consecration of Hadrian most likely took place late in A.D. 138 and was 
celebrated on coinage early in the following year. This is probably the first appearance on 
Roman coinage of the nimbus as an imperial attribute. It is interesting to find it used again for 
Antoninus Pius on the occasion of his decennalia (see lot 447 below).

This interesting coin must be part of a special, imperially authorized precious-metal issue at 
Аевеае. It is dated according to the Caesarian era to the time of Caracalla's eastern campaign. 
Asclepius is a traditional type for Aegeae, for he was the city's patron god and was honored 
there with games. But the type also alludes to Caracalla's devotions of the year 214: suffering 
from ill health, he made a pilgrimage to the great sanctuary of Asclepius at Pergamum; sent 
messengers with offerings to many shrines of Asclepius and other healing gods; and honored 
Asclepius on the Roman imperial coinage (see lots 492, 495). It is entirely possible that the 
emperor visited Aegeae personally on his way east, as it was an important naval center. The 
epithet Antonine was one of many borne by this city: other emperors who conferred this honor 
were Hadrian, Commodus, Septimius Severus and, later, Macrinus and Severus Alexander, 
most of whom either travelled or campaigned in the east.

It has 
even been suggested that the facing effigy is that of Postumus’ wife, Julia Donata, while the 
flanking portraits are those of their two young sons. However the representation seems to be 
that of a trinity of sun gods, possibly symbolic of the three parts into which the Roman empire 
had split—the Gallic empire, the empire of Gallienus and the Palmyrene kingdom.

Under Diocletian's tetrarchy system instituted in A.D. 293, the administration of the empire. 
was divided between two Augusti, one in the East and the other in the West, each with a subor- 
dinate Caesar. Diocletian and his Caesar Galerius placed themselves under the guardianship of 
Jupiter, and hence were known as the Jovians. The co-emperor Maximian and his Caesar Con- 
stantius adopted Hercules as their protector, and the dynasty received the name Herculian. The 
powerful head of the hero on this beautiful aureus vividly illustrates the special place which he 
held in the western provinces of the empire. It may be regarded as one of the last truly noble 
renderings of the pagan era before the triumph of Christianity under Constantine.

The reverse design, a regular type for the aureus denomination, is a Constan- 
tinian invention echoing a long tradition of solar iconography. It depicts the 
emperor tossing coins from his chariot presumably the method by which this 
ceremonial aureus was itself distributed. The occasion for the largess was prob- 
ably the completion of one of Gratian's early quinquennia. The broken legend, 
indicating a degree of seniority, could have come with the first quinquennalian 
celebration. If, however, Pearce is correct in placing Gratian's coins with bro- 
ken legend and mintmark TROBC after the death of Valentinian I (see RIC p. 
5), then the aureus must belong to the issue for the completion of Gratian's 
second quinquennium.

The long cross type was previously unknown with the tricennalian inscription, not only for 
Pulcheria but for Theodosius II. Boyce lists only two solidus reverse types associated with the 
VOT XXX MVLT XXXX legend for Theodosius and his colleagues: 1) Constantinopolis en- 
throned left and 2) nimbate co-emperors in consular attire enthroned facing (Boyce 111 and 
114). Boyce regards the commoner, Constantinopolis type as an anticipatory issue (or issues), 
while the second, rare type with its consular bust on the obverse is a festal issue for the actual 
year of the tricennalia (A.D. 430). The festal consular solidi of Theodosius, like the present 
coin of Pulcheria, lack an officina number, presumably because this small issue was produced 
by a single officina. It is highly likely that this solidus of Pulcheria belongs to the rare consular 
issue, its different reverse type necessitated by the fact that the consular reverse was inap- 
propriate for a woman.

This exceptional piece, stylistically a product of the Constantinople mint, is of a type hitherto 
unknown. In the opinion of Dr. J.P.C. Kent, Keeper of Coins and Medals in the British 
Museum, it was presumably part of the apparatus of an official responsible for weights and 
measures. It represents the correct weight for the semissis denomination, and it may be conjec- 
tured that similar examples, equivalent to the solidus and the tremissis, will eventually come to 
light. Solidus weights in bronze have long been known (Sabatier pl. 3, 1-9), but this piece would 
seem to be the first recorded example of an official mint production in gold.
